2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-31 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method and a 
corresponding system for controlling manipulation of an electronic trading market by a trader comprising the steps of receiving a 
request to cancel a first bid or offer and suspending trading if a price difference between the first bid or offer and a second bid or offer is 
greater than a price amount. 

After further review and consideration of the Alaia et al reference, it appears that the reference fails to teach the claimed 
limitations mentioned above. 

Claims 1-3 1 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus meet the industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
